THOMAS  ALLEN,    VETERAN  CHIEF  COAL  MINE  INSPECTOR  RETIRES 

Thomas  Allen,    EM,    retired  as   Chief  Coal  Mine  Inspector  for  the  State 
of  Colorado  on  December  31,    1963,    after  holding  this  office  for  29 
years  and  2   months.      This  is  the  longest  term  of  this  office  held  by 
any  Chief  Inspector  in  this   State. 

During  his  first  years  of  office,    Mr.    Allen  made  one  continuous  effort 
to  advance  stronger  and  more   strict  laws  for  the  safety  of  men  em- 
ployed in  coal  mines,    and  for  more  modern  methods  of  mining.      He 
issued  numerous  directives  as  the  Chief  Inspector,    as  provided  by  law, 
which  were  observed  in  Colorado  coal  mines  from  1936  until  1951  when 
the  State  Coal   Mining  Laws  were  revised  to  include  the  above  directives 
in  the   Colorado  Revised  Statutes  of  1953  in  Chapter  92.     Most  of  these 
laws  are  contained  in  the  Federal  Code  for  1953, 

Thomas  Allen  continually  stressed  the  importance  of  safety  training  of  all 
miners  in  Mine  Rescue  and  Recovery  work  and  First  Aid  training  and  with 
the  belief  that  safety  starts  at  home,   sponsored  first  aid  training  for  the 
women  and  children  of  coal  miners.     With  the  financial  assistance  of  the 
State  Board  of  Vocational  Training,   Mine  Rescue  training  was  given 
throughout  the  State,  which  proved  its  worth  many  times  in  conquering 
mine  fires  and  restoring  them  for  further  production. 

''Mr.    Coal,"  as  he  is  known  in  national  coal  mining  organizations,    has 
written  many  articles  on  modernization  in  coal  mining  operations,    safety 
practices,    combatting  mine  fires,    and  courses  of  study  for  Shot  Firers 
and  Coal     Mine  Officials.      Mr,    Allen  assisted  in  establishing  the  course 
for  coal  mining  engineers  at  the  Colorado  State  School  of  Mines,    by 
giving  weekly  lectures  in  1948  and  1949. 

In  retirement,  Mr.  Allen  expects  to  continue  his  writing  and  make  a 
monthly  contribution  to  a  new  mining  publication  in  Chicago,  Illinois, 
and  act  as  a  consulting  engineer.

After  25  years  and  8  months  as  a  field  inspector  for  the  State 
of  Colorado,    "Jack"  Roddy  retired  on  December  31,    1963.      He 
resided  in  Grand  Junction  and  covered  Archuleta,    Delta,    Gunni- 
son,   La  Plata,    Mesa  and  Montrose  counties. 

Mr,    Roddy  was  employed  in  Colorado  coal  mines  for  53  years, 
starting  as  a  miner  at  the  New  Castle   Mine  in  1910,      He  was 
certified  as  a  Mine  Foreman  at  the   Cameo  Mine  in  1926,    and 
was  Superintendent  of  the  Keystone   Mine  in  1936  until  his   certi- 
fication as  a  Deputy  Coal   Mine  Inspector  in  October.

INTRODUCTORY  COMMENTS 

BRIGHT  FUTURE   FOR   COAL     -   In  1963  there  was  an  increase  in 
production  of  314,  850  tons  of  coal  over  1962,    with  a  total  of 
3,707,440  tons,      A  total  of  104  mines  in  1963,    employed  an  average 
of  201   less   men  than  in  1962,    who  worked  an  average  of  10  less 
days  per   mine  than  in  the  previous  year;  but  there  was  an  increase 
of  2  tons  of  coal  mined  per  miner,    per  day. 

The  coal  production  in  1963  was  the  highest  since  1951,    which  was 
the  lowest  tonnage  since  1889,      The  peak  production  in  Colorado  coal 
mines  during  100  years   -  from  1864  to  date  was  in  1918,    with  a 
daily  production  per  miner  of  5.2  tons.      In  1963  the  daily  production 
per  miner  was  16  tons. 

The  present  increase  in  tonnage  is  largely  from  the  strip  pit  mines 
in  Routt  County,    the  Energy  and  the  Edna,    which  ship  their  entire 
production  directly  by  rail  to  Denver.      Contracts  totalling  $65  million 
for  the  mining  of  around  12  million  tons  of  coal  during  the  next  15 
years  will  be  delivered  to  the  Public   Service   Company  generating 
plants  in  the  Denver  area.      There  was  also  a  marked  increase  in  the 
production  of  coking  coal  to  the  steel  mills  of  the  C.  F.  &  L   Corp.    in 
Pueblo  and  of  the  Columbia- Geneva  Division  of  the  U.  S,    Steel   Corp, 
in  Utah. 

The  Energy  strip  mine  operated  by  the  Energy  Coal  Company,    a  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Morgan  Coal   Company,    of  Indianapolis,    Indiana,    is  lo- 
cated near  Steamboat  Springs,      They  started  production  in  Nov,  ,  1962 
and  in  1963  completed  installations  for  one  of  the  most  modern  sur- 
face coal  mines  in  the  United  StateSo 

The  Edna  strip  mine  at  Oak  Creek  was  purchased  from  the  Edna  Coal 
Company  by  the  Pittsburg  and  Midway  Coal  Company,    a  subsidiary  of 
the  Spencer   Chemical   Co,    of  Kansas   City,    Missouri,    on  September 
21,    1961.      The  Edna  Coal  Company  also  sold  the  Navajo  Strip   Mine 
in  Montrose  County  to  the  Peabody  Coal  Company  of  St.    Louis,  Mo.  , 
on  September  15,    1963,      The  name  of  the  mine  will  be  changed  to  the 
Nucla   Strip  in  1964. 

The  Peabody  Coal  Company  has  a  contract  to  supply  coal  for  the  new 
REA  power  plant  being  constructed  near  Hayden,    Colorado  in  Routt 
County,    which  is  intended  to  supply  power  for  the  REA  network  in 
Northwestern  Colorado  and  adjoining  states. 


ACCIDENTS  REDUCED  -  Only  one  fatality  occurred  in  1963,    which  is 
the  best  record  since  1957  which  was  the  only  year  ixi  the  history  of 
our   State  when  we  had  no  fatalities,    from  November  3,    1956  to   Febru- 
ary 2,    1958. 

NEW  HEAD  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES  -  Richard  T.  Eckles  of  Monte 
Vista,  Colorado,  was  appointed  coordinator  for  the  Division  of  Natural 
Resources  by  Governor  John  A.    Love,    effective  August  15,    1963, 

DIRECTIVES  BY  THOMAS  ALLEN 

1.  Prohibition  of  coal  mines  being  used  for  fall-out  shelters,    for  the 
safety  of  persons  and  animals.      2-20-63. 

2.  Approval  for  use  of  water  cartridge  stemming,    approved  by  the 
U.S.    Bureau  of  Mines.      8-28-63. 

3.  Approval  for  the  use  of  ammonium  nitrates  as  explosives  in  strip 
pit  mines,    to  be  governed  by  rulings  of  the  U,  S.    Bureau  of  Mines. 

4.  Strip  pit  mines   -   Spoil  banks  are  to  be  rounded  off  to  as  smooth 
a  contour  as  possible,    within  the  close  proximity  of  the  working 
operation,      10-8-63. 

STRIP  PIT  REGULATIONS  -  On  June  4,    1963,    a  meeting  was  called 
by  Chief  Inspector   Thomas  Allen,    of  underground  and  strip  operators, 
operators'   associations,    U,  S,    Bureau  of  Mines,    U.  M.  W.    of  A.  ,    State 
Land  Board,    representatives  of  powder  companies,    and  the  State  Coal 
Mine  Inspectors,    to  discuss  formulating  a  separate  State  Code  for   sur- 
face mines, 

A  committee  composed  of  5  men  was  selected  to  make  an  extensive 
study  of  stripping  rules  from  other  states  and  the  Federal  code,    in 
comparison  with  the  existing  State  Laws.      The  committee  of  E,    E, 
Quenon  of  Peabody  Coal  Co,  ,    Chairman;   Lloyd  J,    Beer,    Beer   Coal 
and  Const.    Co,  ,    Fremont  County;  W,    W,    Brown,    Edna   Coal  Co. , 
Montrose  County;  George  Hays,    P,  &  M,    Coal   Mining  Co.  ,    Routt  County; 
and  Miller  Spears,    Energy  Coal  Co,   of  Indianapolis,   Indiana,  made  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Chief  Inspector  which  have  been  under  consideration. 

Tentative  regulations  for  strip  pit  mining  will  be  issued  in  the  early 
part  of  1964  for  a  trial  period  before  being  presented  to  the  State   Leg- 
islature for  approval. 

MINE   FIRES  -  The  Black  Raven  Mine  in  Garfield  County  reported  a 
fire  on  May  27,    which  was  promptly  investigated  and  as  it  was  impos- 
sible to  fight  the  fire  direct,    immediate  plans  were  made  to  seal  off 


the  fire  area.      State  Inspectors   McConnell  and  Haske  made  daily  in- 
spections and  after  various  attempts  were  made  to  restore  the  re- 
turn air  course,  the  fire  increased  and  the  gas  content  behind  the 
seals  increased,    and  due  to  the  lack  of  workmen  to  perform  the  nec- 
essary work  to  recover  the  mine,    Federal  Inspector  Reay  and   Mr, 
Lindeman  of  the  U.  S,  G.  S,    concurred  in  the  opinion  that  the  mine  be 
permanently  sealed  in  September, 

During  the  year  frequent  checks  were  made  of  old  fire  reoccurrences 
at  the  Streeter,    Sterling  and  Washington  mines. 

GAS  IGNITION  -  At  8:30  A.  M.    on  November  11,    the  ignition  of  an  ac- 
cumulation of  gas  burned  9  men,    4  of  which  were  compensable  injuries 
losing  9,    10,    12  and  13  days;  fortunately,    of  the  other  5  men,    one 
man  returned  to  work  the  same  day  and  the  other  4  returned  to  work 
within  2  days. 

State  Inspectors  Haske  and  McConnel  and  Federal  Inspectors  Roberts 
and  Ratliff  investigated  all  conditions  and  posted  a  closure  order  until 
the  investigation  was  completed  on  November  16.      The  conclusions 
were  that:      (1).      The  line  brattice  was  installed  too  close  to  the  rib 
and  with  71,000  cfm  in  the  section,    it  is  possible  that  the  brattice  was 
pushed  against  the  rib  or  the  end  flap  was  installed  loosely  and  sealed 
off  the  return  side  of  the  brattice.      (2).      Methane  gas  had  accumulat- 
ed in  the  face  area  after  the  unit  foreman  had  made  his  examination  a 
short  time  before,    or  which  was  not  detected,      (3),      After  checking 
all  equipment  and  found  to  be  in  a  permissible  condition,    it  is  be- 
lieved that  the   source  of  ignition  was  the  tungston  carbide  bits  of  the 
mining  machine  coming  in  contact  with  some    hard,    brittle  rock  that 
had  fallen  from  the  roof,    causing  sparks  which  ignited  the  gas  mixture. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR   FUTURE   PRECAUTIONS:      (1).    That   ex- 
amination of  face  areas  for  gas  and  all  other  conditions  pertaining  to 
safety,    shall  be  made  at  more  frequent  intervals  and  more  thorough- 
ly.     (2).      Line  brattice  shall  be  installed  and  maintained  with  at 
least  three  feet  clearance  between  the  ribs  and  the  closest  contact  with 
the  line  brattice. 

MAP  PROJECT  APPROVED  BY  STATE   LEGISLATURE   -   The   Forty- 
Fourth  General  Assembly  of  Colorado  in  1963  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$9,  000  to  be  paid  to  the  Colorado  School  of  Mines  Foundation  for  the 
compilation  and  preparation  of  maps  relating  to  coal  reserves  in 


Colorado,    showing  the  worked-out  areas  and  location  of  mines 
worked  from  1883  to  date. 

A  contract  signed  by  Thomas  Allen,    Chief  Coal   Mine  Inspector  and 
Orlo  E.    Childs,    President  of  the  State  School  of  Mines  was  approved 
by  Governor  John  A.    Love,    E,    G.    Spurlin,    State  Controller,    Louis 
S.    Middlemist,    State  Purchasing  Agent  and  Frank  E.    Hickey,    Deputy 
Attorney  General, 

The  assembly  work  of  reference  to  the  maps  on  file  in  this  office, 
started  without  delay,    being  done  by  the  engineering  students  under 
the  supervision  of  Prof.    Niles  E,    Grosvenor,    E.  M,      The  maps  to  be 
suitable  for  reproduction  are  to  be  completed  by  June  30,    1964,    and 
are  well  under  way  at  this  time. 

The  information  on  these  maps  will  be  invaluable  to  research  groups 
and  to  the  numerous  and  frequent  requests  to  consult  our  records 
and  maps  for  future  developments.
